Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



2. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Forslow (WO 
99/16266). 

For claims 1, 4-7, 11-14 and 19-23, Forslow discloses selectable packet-switched and 
circuit-switched services in a mobile communications network, comprising: 

(a) synchronizing, during an idle state, a mobile station to a default carrier selected from 
a group comprising an all-servises carrier and a best efforts carrier, the all-services carrier 
supporting real-time and non-real-time services, the best efforts carrier supporting only non-real- 
time services (page 9 lines 1-11 and page 11 lines 11-17); 

(b) synchronizing the mobile station to the remaining carrier (figure 8, page 23 lines 8- 
22), then; 

(c) connecting a call to the mobile station over the remaining carrier (page 1 1 lines 11- 

17); and 

(d) synchronizing the mobile station to the default carrier upon completion of the call 
(page 24 lines 3-5). 
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For claims 2 and 15, Forslow discloses wherein the default carrier is a lxRTT carrier, the 
remaining carrier is a HDR carrier, and the call is a data call (page 9 lines 7-8). 

For claims 3 and 16, Forslow discloses wherein the default carrier is a HDR carrier, the 
remaining carrier is a lxRTT carrier, and the call is a voice call (page 9 lines 8-11). 

For claims 8-10, Forslow discloses a call to be selectively carried over either an all- 
services or a best-efforts carrier, the all-services carrier supporting real-time and non-real-time 
services, the best-efforts carrier supporting only non-real-time services (page 8 lines 2-5). 

For claims 17 and 18, Forslow discloses the network further configured to notify the 
mobile station to synchronize with the remaining carrier upon notice of the incoming data call at 
a mobile station controller (figure 9, page 25 lines 3-6 and page 27 lines 15-21).
